Britain Has 
First Supply 


wi) a 


” London, March 6. 

Britain has produced her first 
rupply of the “atomic energy” 
- clement—plutonium—but only 
enough so far to investigate 
problems which will be met in 
handling large quantities, it was 
officially announced today. 


A Ministry of Supply — state- 
ment said the production of 
plutonium—at its atomic research 
establishment at Harwell, Berk- 
shirce—was “onc of the most im- 
portant steps forward in this 
country’s atomic energy pro- 
gramme." 


Plutonium, first produced tr 
auantity In the United States in 
1942, does not exist naturally on 
the earth and can only be made 
ir quantity In an atomic pile. 


The plutonium: produced at 
Harwell was extracted from a 
uranium “slug” which had been 
irradiated for several month in 
“GLEEP," Britain's low-power 
ntomic pile. Because of the low 
power at) which this pile 
operates, the Ministry of Supply 
Announcement said, the amount 
of plutonium is small, but it Js 
suMcient for tnvestignting the 
ehemical and engineering pro- 
dlenis which will be met with In 
the large-scale handling of ‘the 
element. 

When a uranium “slug” ts 
taken out of a plie,.it contains, 
in additton to plutonium, some 
mused uronium and some highly 
radlo-active fission products, 


When the slug was unloaded 
from GLEEP, it had to be stored 
for some time to ensure that the 
intense radio-activity decayed 
sufficiently for the experimental 
‘ork safely to begin. 


The separation of plutonium 
and unused uranium from tke 
fission products Is a. difficult and 
complicated operation, owing to 
the presence of many different 
tadio-active elements, 


The final product is in the 
form of a solution’ of plutonium 
salt. During thts first extraction, 
the Minlstry sald, the processes 
involved were studied by sclent- 
ists - to-determine - the -best--me- 
thods of separating the plutonium 
om the other materials.—Reu- 
er, ‘

PUBLIC ENEMY 


Following correspondence 
about tuberculosis — in 
newspaper in recent weeks, 
and the appalling statistical 
reports, comes an article in 
today’s issue by Mr, J. R, 
Rose, director of Methodist 
medical work in South China, 
Ilis retnarks, those of a de- 
votee to a cause, stand by 
themselves and are withouy 
implication—except — to the 
thoughtful, who may regard 
them. both with fear and 
shame. 

He claims that in the ad- 
joining mainland there are 
‘millions of sufferers” from 
this dread disease, which he 
names as Public Enemy No: 
1, While leprosy carries the 
dire traditional stigma of 
death and 
enough, it is much less-to be 
feared than T.B. Its threat, 
he says. “hangs over almost 
every family, ‘and. the stu- 
dents of schools and univer- 
sities have ood reason to 
fear the onset of the ‘scholar's 
disease’ for which’ medical 


science has still no complete. 


cure at hand.” His words 
gain grim weight when we 
Icok at the last government 
reports in Hong Kong alone 
—seven deaths daily ‘from 
tuberculosis. And no one Is 
immune, not even the dwell- 
ers on the Peak. 

He talks of the penniless 
thousands 
their meagre savings to buy 
counterfeit drugs which they 
mistakenly believe will keep 
their loved ones alive, and 
adds without comment that 
sanitorium treatment, with 
fresh air, good food, sunlight 
ete. is still the only hope for 
victims of this disease. .Mr. 
Rose says with authority: 
THE SINGLE - HANDED 
DOCTOR CANNOT PRO. 
VIDE THE FACILITIES 
NECESSARY FOR SUCH 
TREATMENT: IT NEEDS A 
COMMUNITY EFFORT. 

There is no real arguing 
with the expert who has de- 
voted his life to a cause, no 
arguments placid or ‘poli- 
tical or economic. There 
must be sanitoria well plac- 
ed in the country where 
fresh food is abundant, and 
properly designed for fresh 
air and long views. A team 
of specialists with modern 
facilities must be at hand. 
Social workers must be there 
to make the necessary ad- 
justments, and full occupa- 
tional therapy has to be pro- 
vided. And not only for the 
sons of the millionaire mer- 
chants, but -for the bewilder- 
ed, tattered souls who huddle 
suffering in foetid matsheds, 
and who regard rest, good 
food and pure air as unat- 
tainable luxuries. . 

The comfortably-off families 
may discount the chances of 
their children contracting 
the discase, but this-is fal- 
lacious, as has been seen 
numbers of times since the 
war, And. it is. well. to .re- 
member—the cure is long 
and not always certain. 

At the Methodist Hospital 
in Fatshan. a-large-scale. re- 
building scheme is in hand, 
and: long-term -plans ‘have. 
been made to realise the’ 
ideal conditions.:--It is in- 
tended to receive 40 patients 
of each sex as soon-as it is 
completed.—-Not many, but 
something. The hospital: is

Santiago de Chile, 
March 6. 
Chile went quietly to the 
polls today to elect a new Lower 
House of 147 Deputies as well 
as 20 Senatorse The polling 
booths remained open for cight 
hours, and only men aged 21 or 
aver, who can read and write, 
were eligible to vote, giving an 
electorate of 591,980. Chile 
has no women's vote for Con- 
gressional elections. 


The Chamber Deputies 
elected today is the 380th = since 
Chile won her independence in 
1018, The Chamber’ is clected 
every four years and half the 
Senate is renewable at the same 
time, 

The present Chamber, elected 
under a Conservative President In 
March, 1945, is made up of 74 
right wing and 73 Ieft wing Depu- 
ties, 

The Presidential election of 
September, 1046, resulted in a win 
for Senor Gonzales Videla, the 
left wing Rodicnl candidate, The 
present Ministry includes three 
Radicals, three Liberals, two Con- 
servatives, a Democrat and several 
non-party members. 

The 40,000 Communists, who 
were not struck off tho electoral 
votes when the Communist Party 
was qutlawed last September, have 
no‘ candidates of their own, 

They were expected to vote for
